ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 



Dlspatehaa frmm Haw Tarii BaOaUlas Um

New Youk, Aug. 18. — ^Fourteen per- 
sons we re killed ontrlffht ;ind thirty 
more were injured at Cold Spring hjir 
bor at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Ili«y were just clearing the dock on an 
•loonloB barga to ratom to Brooklyn 
whaa tha Taaaal waa struck by a heavy 
aqoall aad dashed against the dock. It 
was ia tbe midst of a terrible thunder 
storm, the waves ran high and some peo 
pie think that the mast of the barge on 
which the peoikle were killed was 8trut.-k 
by lightning. This ia not known, how- 
ever. 

All was excitement and confusion 
women and (children were running about 
and acreaming witli fright. The sky 
was dark and threatening and a heavy 
sea was nmning when the upper deck of 
the barge fell with a orasu upon the 
crowd beneath. Fourteen persons lay 
dead rpon tha deck ^hea the wreckaga 
wae cleared away, and upward of thirty 
more were eeverelv injured. Others are 
snpiKiSfd to have fallen into the water, 
but uu to the present time no bodies 
have been washed ashore or r*>covered. 

The ejcursiou was sent out by the 
large dry rcxhIs honsa of Geiser, of 
Brooklyn, for tlie beneiit of its employes, 
but many other persons took advantage 
of tha excursion to go along. In all 
there were about 000 persons, nearly all 
of whom are r eaijdB t i of BMwUyB and 
Williamsburg.

They were 
all taken to tlieir homes. Among them 
were Aaron Killer, brother of Hannah 
Hiller, of Cold Water, L. I.; badly hurt 
and not ex{^>ect«d to live. 

The station house where the bodies 
were taken is surrounded by crowds of 
people and the scenes are heartrending. 

Captain John Gibbons, the com- 
Btander of the Crystal Stream, told the 
following stor>' of the catastrophe: "I 
waa Btaading on the upper deck of the 
steamer, realy to go into the pilot house. 
It waa about 5 o'clock and all the pas- 
sengers had come aboMrd. Black clouds 
were coming ranidly (Ma the west and 
I feared a heavy storm, so concluded not 
to start jusi then. The storms thowed 
signs of piMMrtiig to the soath of us aad 
we coBdInMrtostart. I waat in the 
pUat hooaa, rang the bell to start aad 
took hold of tha wheel. Then thcra 
came a most awful gale from the waot 

"There waa a roaring and rushing 
that fairly do.ifened me; a feoddtn heavy 
.iownpoiir of rain aad f llaah of light- 
ning, followed bf s tarriflc peal of 
thunder that soonded aa if tha earth 
was being rent asunder. 

"It seemed to ma as I looked out that 
Wt were in the center of a oyelone which 
atroek the steamer just aft tha port 
bow. It twisted off the flag ataff, tore 
down tbe awnings and two of the heavy 
stanchions, splitting the desk open. 
Then it caught the barge. There was a 
terrific crasning of taiDDcxB aad tha air 
was full of flylag wood. 

"I was to staaaad for aa instaatthat 
I coold aot aioTOi Baoovar l ag 1 grabbed 
an ax that I keep ia tha pOothobdaaad 
rushed out The air was rail of the cries 
of the wonaddd.

stration, McKeown pulle<l the jfun from 
his pocket, and placing it again.tt the 
abdomen of Mi^ Atliey, pulled the trig- 
ger and shothun. 

McKeown was arrested by W. T. 
Gates, of Valley Junction. The assassin 
stated that he did not know v liv lie 
shot him. SherifF C. P. Deipiift "w.ia 
telegraphed for and went after the pris- 
oner and bronjfht him to this city and 
placed him in tlie county jail.

He had a bad 
day Simday. but seemed so comfortable 
Monday that the family had slight 
hopee. On Tuesday he failed consuntly 
and died at 4:80 vesterday morning. 

Dr. Weeks, of Poland Springs, and 
Dr. Putnam, of Boston, have been in 
consultation en the case. Instrumental 
relief was attempted on Tuesday, but 
without effect

The .-tory of (ieorge .loiies' life ik the 
story of the foinidiiig and building up 
of th.' Nkw York Times. .\li liouyh Mr. 
.loiief* had reached the airr nf 40 when 
he joined Henry .1. Rayuu'dil in estab- 
lishing The Tiuies, and bad already 
made his way to succoas and coinp«teuce 
in other business enterpriKes, his earlier 
inclinations had brought iiini into the 
held of New York journalism, and his 
return to it as a founder and nublisher 
of The TiiU' s \vu<< hut the fulfillment of 
his youthful ambitions, .\iid fruni the 
day when the first i-opy of The Times 
Wa-t is8ue<l to the day of his death Mr, 
•Tones has dtivoted to it. to th^ exolusion 
of all other interests and affairs, his un- 
divided time and energif«s. His »nme*i: 
has been the suci ohs iif the journal he 
has controlled. His hoU(.irabl<' career 
and repute are inseparably associated 
with the career and the standing of liis 
newepai)er. 

The lather and mother of Mr. Jones 
were of that sturdy Welsh stock that 
has contributed prominent and sueiess- 
ful mea to so many of the older com 
munities of this country. Cou^ing to 
America some ytsars before the birtn of 
their son Oeori^e, they had settled in the 
village of Poultuey, vt., where the 
father eiii^aj^'e*.! in the businadB of a 
woolen nianafacturer. It was in Poult- 
ney that (reorge Jones was born on the 
16th day of August, 181 1. Ho would 
have reached the age of elghtv on Sun- 
day, the UJth of this iiu«ith. "f he story 
of his youth is tiie familiar story of 
slender ipeaus and hard toil. His father 
and mother died when he was thirteen 
years old, and he was left to maka liis 
own way and take care of himself in tbe 
world. 

There was a country store in the vil- 
lage of Poultney kept by Amos Bliss. 
That humble merobant himself a jour- 
nalist enjoyed the uncommon distiaction 
of being thu first employer of the two 
men who later in life were to become 
con8i)icuouK figure.s iu New York jour- 
nalism. Mr. .Tones, l)efore be was four- 
teen )"eai-s old, became the clerk and er- 
rand boy iu Mr. Blisii' store. At about 
the same time Mr. lihun took into the 
comjHising room of hi.i m-w.^paper. The 
Northern SpetJtator, a.s a printer's ap- 
prentice, a buy named Honice (ireely, 
who was to serve liini fivi- years, be 
boarded and lodged, and after tliu first 
six months was to receive |4u a year.

For the Famar. 

It is well known that com is the chief 
fattening food for p\gf in a large part 
of the United States. £xperimeiitH 
which were made during three years are 

reported in full by the Illinois Station, 
showing the feeding value for pigs of 
corn, of com' and grass, of grass alone, 
I the comparative value of soaked and dry 
corn, the value of droppings from cattle 
and of apple pomace in feeding pigs. In 
eight trials in which corn alone was fed, 
aside from salt and coni slar-k, pigs vary- 
ing in weight fron (m to 2<)0 pounds, k«pt 
in pens or small lots without grass, gained 
at the rate of from 10.4A pounds to 14.73 
pounds [ler Imshel, the average gain be- 
ing 12.30 poumls per bushel of shelled 
com. The rate of gain for food eaten 

and the food eaten in jiroportion to 
Wiugtit decre&sed after four or six weeks' 
feeding with com only. There seems to 
be no conptaTit relation between the 
weight of the pigs or the season of the 
year and' tike food eaten or the gainil 
made. 

In four trials, pigs fed all they would 
eat of shelled corn, with blue grass 
pasture, gained at the rate of 12.04 
pounds per bushel of com. Pigs under 
like conditions except that they were 
fed but half as much corn, gained at the 
rate of 12.03 per bushel. in dry loto 
fed shelled I'orn. gaineil at the rate of 
10.52 poimds per bushel. In no cose did 
pigs nuke satisfectory gaina after six or 
eight weeks feeding on corn alone. 

In two trials pigs fed soaked corn ate 
more and gained more than those fed on 
dry corn, but the diflference was not 
great. Two pigs in a two acre pasture lot 
in which three yearling steers were fed 
com, gained in twenty-loar weeks 196 
pounds. In a second trial under like 
conditions two pigs gained 231 pounds in 
thirty-one weeks; the gain in neither 
case being large. A trial of apple pomace 
as food for pigs resulted unsatisfactorily ; 
the ponoaoe kept well, but the pigs ate 
but little of it A short experiment 
made it so e^^dent that it is unprofitable 
to confine pigs to a grass diet solely, that 
further trials in tliat direotioa were not 
made.— New YoA Worid.

The slockholders of the Kentucky To- 
bacco < irowers' Warehoiisc held tlicii' an- 
nual meeting at Louisville this week, and 
there was a lively row for a short time 
between two factions that have grown up 
in the Board ol Director?. 

One was lieade<l by M. 1. Baiki-r, tlie 
broker and speculator of CarroUtou and 
Cincinnati, and C. Deweene and J. L. 
Deweese, fatin r and son, rich t<jbacco 
growers and dealers. The other faction 
was composed of the farmers. The Oom- 
incrcial says: "It was riiiiKiicd that as 
Barker iiad the manufacturers at his 
back, and as Deweese is rioh and influen- 
tial, the other crowd would get the worst 
of the tight." 

A long discussion rysolted. Finally, 
the factions got ilown ti> " fi.'wrs," and 
Mr. Scott, one of the farmeis, proposed 
to buy out the interest of the Barker 
crowd. It was agreed at last that Barker 
and the Deweeses should sell their stock 
at what they paid for it, 6 per cent, inter- 
est and a bonus of about l'> per cent. 
With this agreement the opposition with- 
drew and the Scott faction had the ware- 
house. 

" The withdrawal of the Barker crowd 

is believed to be the bcginnin,' of the 
end of the intimate relations that have 
been maintained between the manufac- 
turers and the growers' house." adds tiie 
Commercial. " The old wareiiou.seuien 
are preparing to give the buyers the op- 
tion of living up to an agreement not to 
buy from any house that is not under 
bond for the honest conduct of their bus- 
iness with both the buyers and sellers, 
and ineiiihers of the Exchange; or to 
abolish the Kxchange and take things in 
a free-for-all style aa used to be the case."
